Subsequent to the filing of appellants' brief on 22 January 
1982, a Decision on Motion was rendered on Interference 100,116. 
This Decision on Motion indicated that the aforementioned interference 
will be dissolved in due course. 

This change in status is asserted to obviate in part, if not 
completely, the Examiner's rejections in the present application.
